GLADSTONE GOES UNDER.

THE DEFEAT OF THE RUDGET NORE
THAN HE COULD STAND.

The CUnbinet to Submit & Communleation to
the Queen, the Result of Which Cannot DBe
Konown for s Few Days—The Forecast of
n New Ministry Already Made,

Gladstone and the members of his eabinet
have sont their resignations to the queen. A
cabinet counell was convened at noon and the
subject discussed was the proper line of con-
duet to pursue in view of the deleat of the
government in the House of-Commons Tuoes-
day night.  All the members of the eabinet
waore present. The public manifested great
interest to learn the resalt, Great surprise
wias pretty generally expressad at the defeat.
It was expectod that an effort wonld be mude
Tuesdny night to prevent the proposed in-
orease of duties on bear and spirits, but there
was no idoa that the opposition wonld over-
turn the cabinet. Mon of all parties seemed
to be of the opinion that the government
should at least remnin provisionally until
alter the general elections, The cabinet was
in session for over an hour, Then it was
learned that its members had decided that it
would be ineconsistont to remain in oflice
longer and had resolved to tender their resig-
nations to the queen. The report of this de-
cision caused a feverish feeling on the stock
exchange and consols dropped 8-165, while
Russion securitios were 14 lower.  On all the
financial exchanges the weak feeling in linan-
il vircles was more marked,

ANNOUNCING THE RESIGNATIONS,

The attendance at prayers at the opening of
the Hoose of Commons Tuesday atlernoon
wis unusunlly Inrge.  The report that the
ministry had vesigned had boen elronlated
pretty thoroughly thronghout the metropolis,
and groat erowids of poople sarrounded all
the entrances to the Parluunent butldings,
oaver o cateh a glimpse of the ministers
when they should entor. The membors of
the Honse of Commons stood abomrt in the
lobbies and engorly discussed the situation,
Mr, Gladstone entered o fow minntes after
four o'clock. His appearanes was that of o
firm wan perfectly undisturbed.  He at onee
roceeded 1o the speaker's desk and entored
nto a conversation with Mr. Peel. During
the conversation the premier was evidontly
in bright spirits and he was loudly chooered
bythe Radical membersof the House, Whon lie
seated himself in his usual place Lils vory self.
possession seenied to enthuse hisad mirersand
the chamber was fairly rent with cliver afior
cheer anid the applanse beecame  an ovation,
At last Mr, Gladstone nrose in deferenco to
the greeting.,  He salil the cabinet on wssom.
bling thought they were under obligation to
submit s dotiful eammnnication to the queen,
[Cheers. ] Ttwould be prematare on lis part
of that communication just now.  He wounld
say, however, thil, a8 on fOrmer occasions, a
few days must elapse before the resalt of that
communieation conld be arrived ol so as to
Lo made known to the Hoose, Duoring the
intorval, Mr. Gladstone  concluded, the
House wonld follow its usual enstom in ro-
fraining from the transaction of its onlinary
business, and e would move that the House

THE CONSERVATIVES TO TRY IT, *

The Conservatives are divided on the
question of the expedioncy of assuming
power. The mujority of them favor trving
the experiment. It is expected by the Torics
that the Marqnis of Salisbury will be realy
by Friday next to um-u‘\t an invitation by the
queen (o form a provisional government. It
18 rumored that Mr. Gladstone intends to
entirely nbandon political life,

Lord Randolph Churchill was asked if the
Conservatives wounld form a governmeul
He answered : ¢ Most certainly.”

Lobby gossips mention the Marquis of
Nallsbury for prime minister, Sir StatTord
Northeote for chancellor of the exchequer and
Lord Randolph Churchill for secretary of
state for Indine  The gossips also say that Sir
Michael Edward Hicks Beach will have a
prominent place in the new cabinet.

It is reported that the Conservative leadors
bt n conferenco in the evening decided to we
cept oflice. The fullowing is n foreenst
of the new eabinet : The Marquis of Salis-
bury, prime minister and secretary ol =tate
for the foreign department; Sir Michael
Hicks Beach, chaneellor of the excheguor and
leader in the House of Commons ; Sir Stal-
ford Northeote ( who will go to the House of
Lorda), lord president of the council ; Lord
Randolph Churchill, secrotary of stato  for
Judia; Colonel Frederick A, Stanloy, secro-
tary of state for war,

Loxpon, June 10.—The position of afliirs
jo the ministerinl crisis shows little chango
to<day.

Hoe did not go
to Balmoral and present his resignation in
person, as was stated by this morning's Aten-
dard, Earl Spencer also continnes at his

post in Dublin.

For soms time it has been understood  that
Bishop Coxe objected (o this practice, and
during bis visit to the city last week he for-
mally requested that it be discontinuoed,
Aoccordingly, the ceremony which had

woved odivus o the bishop was omitted on

unday morning.

The omission was explained by Mr. Crap-
sey by the reading of a long letter which he
hud written to Dishop Coxe defending his
opinion, e tells the bishop in this letter
that he subuuits in the interest of peace, and
not because he is convinesd that he is wrong.
He cites Bisbhop Doane, of Albany ; liiulmr
Potter, of New York, and othor high authori-
ties for the correctness of his position, and
pluinly states that he thinks the ceremony in
pocordance with the ritual of the church, and
one with whieh the bishop has uo legal power

NO UVSAE IN VETOING.

The Oljecti 0] in the Appropri
il Passed Over the thvernor,

The item of 5,660 to pay Sonate officors
and employes was passed over the governor,
on Tuesday, by a vole of 47 to 24 Those
voting to sustain the governor weoere Baer,
Crilly, Deck, Donahue, Ealer, Engleman,
Fegley, Gregory, Horne, Lans, Lee, Maloy,
George Morgan, Mott, North, 8, Phillips,
Reeder, Rhone, Shaffer and Sponagur, Dem-
ocrats, and Fuller and Lowry, Republioans,
The Democrats voling against the veto wore
Bowell, Carberry, Eokels, Evans, Faunce,
Galnes, Geniner, Schoatterly, Smith,
Schwarlz and Sweeney. A cooslderable
number of the Domocratic mombers declined
to vote.

The next disapproved item was that appro-
!lrlnt_lng 48,750 10 ofMicers and employes of
he House, Greal precautions were taken by
“ome of the beneficiaries of the item to keep
the members within the hall, but this was
nol necessary, as it passod over the veto by »
lnrger vote than the preceding one,  The vote
did not vary much on the other items disa
proved by the governor and i over his
voto, ranging from 147 to 157 In the aflirma-
tive and the negative voto from 14 to 22,

The bill for the rellel of the legisiative offi-
cors and emlnlnym of 1851 was over
the governor's veto by s vote of 168 to 10,
Lowry was the only ilupublhmn voting to
sustain the governor.

THE BISHOP'S ADDRESS,
Bishop Howe, in his address, referred in
warm terms o the sueeess of Bishop Rulison
in his work. He paid glowing tributos to
those who had died sinee the last convention,
enumoernting smong them the late Hon, Thos,
. Frankiin, of this city, who, it was stated,
wis s deputy from Pennsylvania in the gen-
eral convention of 1571, at which the separa-
tion of the diocese from the original was con-
summated,
The sormon continues : The threo dioceses
eontained in thisconumonwenlth have now all
conenrred in the expediency ol organizing
under the canon whivh allows the formation
of a federal council whenever jurisdictions so
related desirve ity and all have appointed dop-
uties to represent them in such o boy, There
are many matters in whioh they have =
common  interest and on which their
Joint  expression of  judgent and  eon-
vert  of action  would prove more potent
and effective than their soparate, perhaps
virinnt proceodings,  Whenever any legisia-
tion is required for the security and mprove-
ment of public morals or for the protection or
deliveranes of the chureh, the ples would ol
tin & much more vorable hearing from the
eivil power of the chureb in her majosty or
ulimuk with strang, united volee her deep con-
vietions and most positive desiress 1t 18 no-
torious that in this, as in almost every stata
of the Union, the laws on marringe sl dis
voree are very lax, and that home life is
thereby lamentably degenerated in tone, in
purity and stabllity, The bishop, after refor-
ring to the law in some states where the
town clerk issues a cortificate belore s mar-
riage coremony can be condueted by a minis-
ter or other ofticial, says: * 11 the legislaturo
cannot be indoesd to erect even this slight
obstruction in the way of secret, hasty and
l-advised marringes, 1 conld wish that st
least in this church the old practice of pulb-
lishing the banns on threo sucecasive Sun-
days mi‘gl:l bt revivedd and  made obli-
putory. The eivil contract ldesx on which
most of our looso legisintion, respecting
morringe is predicated, has almost crowded
out the recognition of js sacredness, and
eonsequently allinnees are lightly formed ;
and being In many cases found to have been
unwisge and productive of misery. A widely
dissominated public sentiment has called for
and  bas secured legislation which prevents
their easy dissolution. Laws that make di-
voree gasy on insuflicient and demoralizing
pretoxie, are the natural and logleal and com-
plement seguel of lnws that make clandestine
und precipitate muarrisges easy, It s high
time that the religlous world gave attention
to the iniquities that multiply in the land
under the sanction of these leentions laws,"
